British Columbia is one of lli" 
provinces and districts wliieli com 
pass Ihe Dominion of Canada. Its 
local ion is 3f0 miles from I lie Stale 
of Washington and live hundred 
miles easi from the const 

The city of Washington, in Ihe 
province of Maniloha, is an impor- 
tant wheal centre. At this period 
Of the led lire Miss Job- spoke aliont 
the fertile lands in British Colombia, 
Wheal is grown in ureal (|u,tiit.il ies 
and the cattle raised on the prairies 
are very line. Photograph* Of Mocks 
of sheep and herds of horses, being 
patrolled l>y cowboys on horseback, 
were thrown on Ihe screen. 

It, is very Interesting to learn how 
the Vancouver Indians of British 
Columbia live. They live mostly 
on llsh which they ca'ch from Ihe 
Frayer River. Their child' sport is 
horseback lacing and many limes 
they have dual meets with the while 
men. 

There is a large tract of land in 
thin province belonging to the 
government, which is used in pre- 
serving such animals as Ihe buffalo, 
etc. 

The lecturer now turned her at- 
tention to the various mountain 
peaks in British Columbia. She 
spoke about Ml. Victoria and Ml. 
Castle. The latter mountain is so 
named because it. resembles a castle 
in many lespecis. A tourist could 
have a very excellent view of the 
surrounding counlry of fifty miles 
from the summit, of Ml. Stephen. 

The lecturer now spoke about Ihe 
Selkirks who inhabit Ihe British 
Columbian wilderness. An in 
tcrosling photograph Mashed on the 
scieen was that of Ihe members of 

the "Heat Club" in front of their 

cabin. The canoes used by these 

men are very BtlOOg, and can < 

on an ft verge four persons ami four 

bandied pounds of luggage. 

The Colombia Hmr, which yields 
fish in abundance, is very swift and 
dangerous. In some places t lo- 
uver is so rapid that, canoes have to 
bediawn by ropes from the shore. 

In the evenings the members: ol 

the "Bear Club" gather around a 
lire, which is purposely built io 
drive away mosquitoes, where they 
enjoy themselves in social 000 V6r 

nation. Sometimes these men mi 

nothing but, milk, ol late and 

raisins, for a long time. Vol they 
all oontented with such meals. 

One day while Miss .lobe was out 
walking, she met a bear that wan so 
frightened it ran away, thinking 
Mi.HH .Iob<< wasgoing to do it harm. 

She was fortunate enough lo secure 
an excellent photograph of the bear 

with her kodak. The animal king 
dom was Ihe next topic lo be spoken 
about. The wolverine is such I 

fleroe animal thai it. has won the 

nickname of " mountain devil," by 
Ihe Indians, because it always lobs 
cabins. 

The lynx, a nocturnal cat like 
animal, which is oaught for ils fur, 
inhabits the wilderness. The 

mountain goal is another very in 

leresimg animal which the lecturer 
spoke about.

On Friday, April 4ih, Fred H. 
Maher, of Ne»- Haven, died in one 
of Ihe hospitals, aged about forty 
years. He was a Hartford school 
man and met his end in a very pecu- 
liar way. Friday afternoon, his 

landlady went out, and upon bene 
turn a couple hours later, noticed a 

strong smell of gas prevading his 
home. Mr. Maher was found on 

the Boor of his room, overcome by 

Ihe gas, that was escaping Irom an 
nnlighled gas cock, lie was alive 
and taken to Ihe hospital, where Ihe 
doctors worked to revive him in 
vain. 

About noeo Of that day, the 
automatic gas motor shut oh" the 
gas. Mr. Maher piobably came in 
and wauled lo light the gas for 
some purpose, turned the gas cock, 
found no gas, but forgot to I urn il 
back. Then he laid down on the 
bed lor a nap. While he was sleep- 
ing some one went lo gas under in 

the cellar, dropped in the twea 

live cent piece and the gas was on. 
Mi. Maher seems to have awakened 
and lo have tried to get to the win- 
dow, but was overcome. 

lie was for a number of years a 
hostler to a well known physician in 
New Haven, and was much 



ed by the doctor as a good hostler 
and gardener. But temptations 
came to him, and he lost his job 
through! that diabolical institution 
of swiueishness and ruination, the 
saloon— "The pool man's club," 
some of them call it. Yes, the kind 
that clubs all sense and decency, 
and even lite itself, out of a host of 
poor en every year. The past two 

years or more Mr Maher had been 

much out of work, poor and well 
nigh friendless. 

On Sunday, April 6ih, another deaf- 
mute, of New Haven, died— James 
Murphy age about 50 yeais. Mr. 
Murphy, had been in broken health 
for some time, suffering from a com 
plication of diseases, kidney, inter- 
lernal and a weak heart. When a 
young man he had worked at his 
trade of shoemaker and was a good 
workman. A few years ago he was 
Btruok by a freight tiain in one of 
the railroad yards and very severe 
Iy injured, probably never wholly 
recovered from it. This seemed to 
seriously effect his skill as a shoe- 
maker. And temptations came his 
way also, and be had spent much of 
his time the past four or live years 
at the Springside alms house, 
and died there At his best he was 

a genial-hearted man and something 

of a wit, as are so many of that 
wonderful Irish people. 

The burial of the great linanoier, 
John P. Morgan, took place here in 
Hartford, Monday afternoon, April 
14th. Bis grave is in Cedar Ceme- 
tery and not far from the grave ol 
Thomas II. Callaudel. A guard of 
special armed watchmen will guard 
this rich man's grave day and night 
for months to come, against any at- 
tempts by vandals lo steal the re- 
mains for ransom. 

For about a week Mr G. B 
SI rout, of Fast Hartford, had to get 
about his home in a row boat. The 
Hood waters of the Connecticut 
river surged all about his place to 
Ihe depth of two to four feet. Mr. 
St i out seems to live in a fire-swept 
and flood-washed locality and seems 
lo enjoy il. At. any rate, whether 
standing iu his front, yard up to his 
knees in water, or hidden in clouds 

of smoke and lory cinders, he always 

seems lo have a glad hand and a 
cheery smile for any deaf friend 
who dates to come his way. 

Mi. T. A. Watts, of RockviUe, 
and your cot respondent, were recent- 
ly in or near Ihe State capilol when 
the State Association of suffragettes 
marched to the State House to plead 
their cause before the legislature. 
There were some four hundred 
women iu the parly, and if any man 
iiouts imagines that a suffrag- 
ette is a stout, middle -aged spinster, 
d iu any old thing, with a 
salvation army style of bonnet on 
her head and pair of blue glass 
spectacles bestride her nose, just 
one glance at thin body of Con- 
necticut suffragettes would have 
very quickly dispelled that imagina- 
tion. For Ihev weie amazingly 
well dressed and almost dangerous- 
ly good looking. About half of 
them came in swell automobiles 

In England the suffragette may- 
be a very hysterical and very rude 
type of woman But here iu Ameri 
ca, if one judge by this Stale House 
company, iheyare of (he best of 
our womankind and mean business. 
Quo Wonders what in the world will 
he the end of il all politically and 
illy.

we are reminded of that dazzling 
social event of last January down 
in t he great Quaker City, as describ- 
ed in the JoUKNAL at the time. 
Would that those Quaker City deal 
friends and swells might condescend 
to attend, either the Frats' ball ai 
New Haven, or the Benevoleut so 
cieiy up here in old Hartford. Of 
course, we should expect them to 
come on a special train of Pullmans, 
with piivate. armed detectives, 
watching the baguHge containing, 
for Ihe men, •« the conventional 
evening di ess suits with white kid 
gloves." And for the ladies, all 
those satin and silk gowus, "trim 
mod with diamonds," "carved with 
old point Irish lace," and " border 
ed with ermine," and so forth. 

All that style and glory would, 
Of course, utterly overwhelm us 
plain, everyday, deaf folks up this 
way. and strike us dumb indeed. 
Bui after a while we'd catch our 
breath again all tight. A good 
circus will dazzle one for the first 
lew minutes or so. But after that 
one can chew peanuts and gaze at 
the tinsel and gilded humbugery 
with agreeable and humorous feef- 
lugs. 

Some of us were very much in- 
terested in the recent visit in Hart- 
ford of Miss Helen Keller. She leo 
lined in a hall on (he evening of 
Apiil 3d, and attracted a veiy large 
audience of the well-to-do and so- 
cially elect. The tickets wete one 
and two dollars, and these seemed 
loo high a price for the deaf, and 
only two or three were present. 

The deaf could not have gotten 
much of the lecture, but all would 
have liked to have seen hei. Only 
one of the nartford deaf met Miss 
Keller while here, and that was Mis* 
Ethel M. Bogue, who after the lec- 
ture met her and conversed with 
her by placing her hand in Miss 
Keller's and spelling words by the 
manual alphabet. Off the lecture 
platform Miss Keller's ways 
very gracious and lovable. 

The lectin e Miss Keller gave — it 
was for the benefit of George 
Junior Republic— was interesting 
in manner and subject matter. 
She had the prominent lip and 
tongue action that is generally 
characlerlstic of the speech of the 
orally taught deaf. Her prominent 
aud peculiar staring eyes were a 
pat In tic announcement of her blind 
new. According to the Hartford 
pager, her voice waa so peculiai 
that, it took the audience some little 
time loget used to it, so they could 
attend lo what she was saying. 

The subject matter ol her lecture 
was optimistic and somewhat 
radical iu ideas. It was evident 
that she was a gieat admirer of ex 
President Roosevelt. Also that 
she had much sympathy with social- 
ism iu its best respects.'such as the 
more just distribution of wealth. 
Thai she was an earnest advocate ol 
woman suffrage and a determin- 
ed enemy of that repiile of iniquity, 
ihe American saloon. 

Principal Williams invited Miss 
Keller to visit the American School 
while in Hail ford, but she had to 
decline on account of many en- 
gagements, taxing t>oth her time 
and strength lo the limit. 

It is very reasonable when one 
stops lo think that this deaf blind 
young woman should be one of Ihe 
most Widely known persons in tips 
country, aud even something of a 
world figme. And why is she? 

But we forbear. The grim and

every time he wrote a word. The 
disgusted woman flung the pencil 
away and scolded the young man 
tiehind the counter until he sharpen- 
ed a brand new pencil for her use and 
benefit.

What (apials Neon Did. 

Captain Scott's Antarctic expedi- 
tion made valuable contributions to 
the knowledge of the world. 

In the first place, it verified Cap- 
tain Amundsen's discovery of the 
south pole. The Norwegian explor- 
er used a sextant with an artificial 
boiizon in taking his observations ; 
the Englishman used a theodolite. 
Between the calculations of the two 
men there was a variation of not 
more than a half mile. The diffi- 
culty of taking observations for 
latitude and longitude at the poles 
is so great that every man of science 
must be gratified that two indepen- 
dent observers, using instruments 
of different kinds, should agree so 
closely. It justifies our faith in the 
accuracy of such instruments. 

The finding of the north and 
south poles has dispelled for all 
time the fantastic theories abont 
tbem. One pole is in a vast froasen 
continent. There ia no "Sims' 
hole," and no mysterious projection 
at either end of the earth ; the sea 
and the land are like the sea and 
tbe land elsewhere. 

The Scott expedition found on the 
Antarctic continent not only coal, 
but fossil bearing sandstone and 
limestone ; when geologists have 
examined the fossils and classified 
them, we shall know more definite- 
ly to what geological period that 
part of the earth belongs, and we 
shall know more than we do now 
about tbe procession of tbe ages 
from chaos to Older. 

Moreover, the explorers made 
meteorogical obrervation that will 
be useful in extending our know- 
ledge of the causes of storms, and 
the origin of the great winds that 
sweep round Cape Horn and deter- 
mine the climate of the southern 
end of the world. 

i, after all, the human aide of 
the Scott, expedition is more interest- 
ing than the scientific side. Its re- 
cord of selfsacrifice has rarely been 
surpassed. 

Through the great hardships of 
the march southward Ihe five men 
who made up the polar party w»*re 
sustained by the confidence that 
they were to lie the discoverers of tbe 
lK>te, and by tbe thought of the 
glory that would come to them and 
to their counlry because of the 
achievement. But as they n eared 
ihe goal, they fuund tbe tracks that 
I hat Amundsen's dogs bad made a 
month earlier, and at tbe jxile itself 
they saw the Norwegian explorer's 
teui, left as proof that he bad been 
i here. 

As the story goes, one of the men 
went insane, and his companions 
drove and dragged and coaxed him 
back with them till he died. Al- 
though they knew they were risking 
i heir own lives to save his, they did 
not abandon him. Then another 
man, with his feet and hands frozen 
and so weakened that he could go 
no further, begged his companions 
to leave him and save themselves. 
They lefused He crawled out. of 
the tent, hobbled painfully away 
through ihe driving storm, and lay 
down to die that his friends might 
have a chance to live. The three 
survivors moved on, only to have 
terrific blizzards, gnawing hunger, 
and at last death itself overtake 
them. 

We cannot measure by any human 
standards the moral value of their 
Itish heroism, and of the courage 
with which they faced the end. 
pared with each things, their 
achievements in the realm of science 
are insignificant.

OHIO FLOODS. 



Hope is the second soul of the unhappy. 

— Goethe. 
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Editor Journal : — Since last 
writing, several facts have come to 
my knowledge concerning flood suf- 
ferers among the deaf. I bave been 
waiting for news, in order to make 
an appeal for relief in behalf of our 
stricken brethren. I have discover- 
ed a great deal of truth in the re- 
ports, though greatly exaggerated. 
The worst injuries were suffered 
at Dayton, Columbus, Piqua and 
Tiffin. Except those in Columbus, 
where relief has been immediate and 
generous, the sufferers at Dayton, 
Piqua and Tiffin, seem to be in great 
need of aid, financial and otherwise. 
Cincinnati, Springfield aud Fremont 
are reported to be free from any 
serious suffering ; also are Indiana- 
polis, Evansville and Terre Haute. 
Hamilton, O. , was hard hit, but no 
news has been received in regard to 
the deaf living there. 

So far I have heard of no death 
among the deaf. For this let us 
thank God ; but at the same time 
we should not forget our hearing 
brethren who have lost their lives. 

The generosity of the nation has 
met the immediate need of food and 
clothing. The next great need is to 
rebuild and refurnish homes. The 
extent of the devastation wrought 
cannot be imagined, except by those 
who have actually visited the scenes. 
The brunt of the loss has fallen up- 
on the poor. Their homes were 
largely in the low-lying lands that 
were completely inundated. How 
shall they be helped to their feet ? 
This is to-day the burning question. 
Counties, cities and villages, will 
be able to raise money to restore 
public work. Railroads and busi- 
ness men have credit ; and besides, 
their losses are generally not total 
losses. In many instances the work- 
er has lost all — everything that he 
possessed in the world. Having 
nothing left and no credit, he has 
nothing to build upon. 

It is suggested that the State 
ought to appropriate money for the 
purpose of providing homes — that is, 
to advance money in small sums to 
build homes for those who have 
suffered, and are without means to 
rehabilitate themselves. The way 
in which England has assisted the 
Irish people under the land purchase 
act, what London and other cities 
are doing to abolish their slums, 
what Australia, Canada and other 
countries have done to assist set- 
tlers to get a start, all furnish ex- 
amples. Will the State do this r 
We cannot tell ; the Solons at the 
Capitol may be able to tell. 

Governor Cox suggests the idea 
of working it out through building 
associations. This might be the 
desirable idea. But all idea of pro- 
fit and discrimination is to be ex- 
cluded 

Such an emergency the state has 
never before had to face. The task 
of restoration is the most knotty 
problem of the day. Now is the 
State's opportunity. Something 
must be done now, or suffering will 
continue intense. Alms-giving 
alone will not restore. The present 
disaster affords an opportunity for 
constructive statesmanship, by ex- 
tending to those wbo have suffered 
most and whose need is greatest, the 
helping arm of the State by helping 
themselves to self-respecting in- 
dependence. 

In the meantime, we should not 
content ourselves with discussing 
this or that method of alleviating 
the suffering, but let us extend our 
helping hand to those who are in 
distress. We should not leave our I 
suffering brethen in the bread line 
waiting for alms. Give them r< 
now, and they will build up again as 
time goes on. With hope high and 
spirits cheery, they will dig and 
plant and sow until the time comes 
to reap the fruit of their patient in- 
dustry. And that won't be long ; 
for, in only a little while, as history 
runs, they will be fully restored to 
! the enjoyment of life. The skies 
smile welcome and opportunity still 
is big. The present calamity teach- 
es us the necessity and wisdom of 
saving up for emergencies. 

The work of relief, through the 
Red Cross, municipal and State and 
Church Commmittees, is being done 
in such a systematic way that none 
will be overlooked, the hearing and 
the deaf alike. But we, the more 
fortunate deaf, should not be content- 
ed to do nothing. Let us loosen our 
purse strings and give what we i 
along with the hearing, for the 
lief of the suffering. Every Ii 
helps in this hour of misfortune.

To give the readeis an idea why 
such an Stent occurred on this Sun- 
day night, a brief resume of the ef- 
forts and work of the Catholic Mis- 
sion in this city will perhaps make 
it clear. 

About thirty-five years or more 
ago, an effort was made to establish 
a mission for the Catholic deaf, 
wheieby they could receive instruc- 
tion in their faith. After many 
fruitless attempts they were success- 
ful by the kind lies* of the Jesuits 
of St. Francis Xavier College, where 
a room was allowed them in the 
College oo Sunday afternoons and 
a member of the College Faculty 

assigned to help t hem. 

Although there are now in ex- 
istence many other Missions for 
Catholie dent' in the (Jutted Slates, 
the one first started by the St. 
Francis Xaviei Jesuits has con- 
tinued ever since. It may be said 
that it was the first mustard seed of 
Catholie Missions for fhe deaf which 

have been spreading in the United 
States. 

AmOUg the flrsl deal zealous 
workeis, and who has since ihen 
been ever faithful to his Catholic 
DM>tbreD, was Mi. John Francis 
O'Brien, then a young man, yet a 
student of the Fanwood School. 

Since then, several generations 

have come and none, but Mr. 
O'Brien has been a regular attendant, 
ever since. First as a pupi' and 
laler as a co-worker [tj would lake 
too much space lo chronicle all the 
good work he has done foi the Mis 
■ton, suffice to say that he was ever 
willi tit; to do anything for the 
oause. 

Never till last Sunday was any 
recognition shown him for his 
Unselfish sacrifice for their welfaie. 
Tis line, that two years ago, on his 
fiftieth birthday — to be exact, on
